Where the gulf of Mexico comes Into 


the Sablne lake, on the coast of Texas, 
near the Louisiana Hue, there Is a nar- 
row channel of water which Is about 
400 yards wide. On the north bank of 
this little channel today one sees the 
smokestack a few feet above the wa- 
ter of a sunken boat. Just opposite 
to it, on the southern bank, there Is a 
dirt wall, square In Its shape and 
about ten feet high and over this a 
painted sign that reads "Fort Dowl- 
Ing." That Is all that now lives as 
evidence of a thrilling drama, the 
equal of which the world has never! 
seen, and that was plajcd out at this 
place back yonder In the closing days 
of our civil war. 


General Banks, with plenty of men 


and boats and plenty of ammunition 
and supplies, had gone up the Rod riv- 
er into Louisiana and was hammering 
Kirby Smith and Dick Taylor Into 
destruction. The Federal government 
conceived the idea that Smith and Tay- 
lor might be attacked in the rvar by 
an expedition landed on the shores of 
Sablue lake and consisting of some 
10,000 men, who would be transported 
to their lauding by a part of the Fed- 
eral licet. 


To reach the banks of tbe lake, of 


course. It was necessary to go through 
Sablne pass, this narrow channel of i 
which I have spoken. Hichard Dowl- 
lug. In command of about 40 men. was 
acting as a scout for Smith and Tay-

tery at the gunboat. This was done 
successfully; her boilers were explod- 
ed, and, together with hundreds of 
fioldlcts, she sank to the spot where 
Klui now losts. 
Many died from the 


fleam that scalded them, more from 
the water that engulfed them. 


Loading his nuns, he sank the next 


vessel with the same disastrous result 
to the enemy and, loading yet agnln, 
he turned his guns on the ti:mspmt 
following, with a thousand men aboard 
of her. She. In response, ran up :i white 
flag. The rest of the fleet turned and 
sailed away, leaving the dead bodies 
of the drowned soldiers and the sunk- 
en vessels. 
Dtiwlliig. In a dugout (Ihis 


Is a hollowed log or a canoe, as It Is 
Mirlously called), paddled himself out 
to receive the surrender of this trans- 
port with ii thousand men. The com- 
t-tander of the vessel e\pressed his 
surpilw at such a reception of his 
white (lag token and asked why the 
commander of the fort didn't come In 
person to receive his surrender 


Dowllng replied, "1 am the com- 


mander and have come in person." to 
which the captain said, "Well, what 
do yon mean by coming this way In a 
canoe by your.sell"/" 


Dowllng answered. "I have no other 


viay of getting here, and hence I came 
In my dugout." 


lie received the surrender, paroled 


the prisoners, for lie could not take 
tl.' in In charge, and went back to his 
comrades. Of these 40, only one had 
tecelved a wound at all, though the 
gunboats had shelled the little mud 
earthw ork diligently.

It sound- 
ed like the crash of an Imn'.cnse rock. 
It evidently missed tho cat, but It end 
od the concert. The cat didn't come 
back that night—we hope It never will. 
How the man got the rock over there 
\ve don't know. Hurely he never could 
have thrown It that distance. He must 
ha\c rigged up a catapult of some sort. 
A catapult would bo very appropriate 
for the purpose."—NVw York Sun.

Head well down, legs 
wide apart gripping either side of the 
nest, wings outstretched to prevent 
any slipping back sideways, the un- 
fortunate victim well poised on its 
broad back, tbe curious depression In 
which serves to steady it—the attitude 
is .perfect for accomplishing the tiunl 
act iu the curious tragedy of nature by 
which a cuckoo is reared at the ex- 
pense of the family of its foster par- 
ents.

history of science and the development 
of the scientific Idea.—Popular Science 
Monthly.

"When i first ntnrted In on this pike

General Grant was 'at Memphis In 


command of the army of. the west, and' 
just before his elevation to the com-, 
maud of all the armies of tbe Union, 
when he received word that his father1 
was about to make flls headquarters a 
visit. 


The news did not please him. His 


staff noticed his perturbation, but pass- 
ed it by without comment. One night 
shortly before the arrival of his sire. 
he sent for General Dickie, his chief of 
cavalry. General Dickie afterward be- 
came chief justice of the supreme, 
court of Illinois, and, strangely enough,, 
died at Atlantic City on the same dayi 
that Grant passed away at McGregor. ' 


To Dickie General Grant said: 
' 


"I have sent for you as a personal 


friend. 
My father is coming to visit 


me, and what I have got to tell you 
about that visit Is not pleasing to me, 
but something must bo done. Some o£i 
the money shatks and cotton specu- 
lators have gained an unwarrantable! 
inlluence over the old man, and he Isi 
really coming down hero to use his In-, 
fluence over me to gain favors for, 
thorn. This cannot be done. I do not 
wish to wound his feelings. I do not 
wish him to know that 1 understand 
tho object of his visit. I have prepared' 
a plan of action which I wish you to 
aid .nie In carrying out." 


General Dickie understood the char- 


acter of Grant as few men did. IIai 
promised his aid. General Grant then 
said: 


"You are relieved from all duty from 


this time on until the departure of my;i 
father. The -instant he arrives I wish' 
you to take him to your tent and en-i 
tcrtaln him there. Keep him there alii 
the time. 
Under no circumstances) 


allow him to be with me alone while 
he Is here." 


General Dickie Immediately made 


preparations for the old gentleman, 
and when he caino received him with! 
open arms. lie was very anxious to( 
see his son, but glad to take Dickie's* 
headquarters for his own and pleased,! 
with tho cordiality displayed toward! 
him. As soon as he was settled ho) 
made vigorous efforts to have a per- 
sonal interview with his son, but some- 
thing always happened to prevent. 


Wherever he turned, Dickie was by 


his side. General Grant called on him 
dally, but never alone. If he went to 
tho general's quarters he always found) 
him occupied. If he tried to meet hlrni 
in Dickie's tent Dickie was sure to be 
around, and personal conversation was 
an Impossibility. 
, 


At the end of four or five days tbe 


old gentleman was very restless, but1 
there was no chance for him to protest 
and no chance for him to get closer 
than a public audience with his son. 
For nearly ten days he made the effort, 
but failed, and then left for home, hap- 
py as to the entertainment he had re-. 
ceived, but dismayed at bis inability to. 
see his son alone. 


As soon as he was gone. Grant re- 


stored General Dickie to cavalry duty, 
but never referred again to the pur- 
pose of his father's visit.

Dickie told the story shortly before his- 
death to a Chicago lawyer, but it has 
never been printed until now. 


In a semipublic letter written by- 


General Grant after his retirement. 
from the presidency, there occurs the, 
lines: 


"Whatever mistakes I have made in. 


my public life, I have never erred for 
my own gain. What 1 have done for 
the republic has been from a sense of 
duty, and not with any thought as toi 
what it would profit mt-.

kind things have been said and writ-' 
ten of me by those who least know 
how I have been situated, but my acts 
have been inspired by the highest 
sense of fealty to my country and gov- 
ernment"— Chicago Times-Herald. , ; 


Paying Toll* In Hor«t»lioe».

People who have never traveled over 


the .track made by a cyclone always 
look Incredulous when told "cyclone 
stories." But those who have had ex- 
perience with the dread twisters or 
been privileged to note some of the 
queer freaks perpetrated by the storms 
are prepared- to believe anything. A 
cyclone can perform most wonderful 
freaks. Their power is not alone dem- 
onstrated by their destructiveness, for 
often It seems that the storm Is pos- 
sessed of a humorous bent. 


In the Griunell (la.) cyclone about 


18 years ago the storm perpetrated 
some queer Jokes. One victim of the 
storm was a gentleman whose resi- 
dence was blown iuto space. He was 
the possessor of a new frock coat, 
which he had hung upon the wall of 
the sitting room a few moments before 
the storm struck. 
In the pocket of 


the coat was a big silk handkerchief. 
After the storm the coat was found 
two miles from the spot where the 
house had stood, but the handkerchief 
was gone, and In its place was a brick- 
bat. 


About 15 years ago a cyclone passed 


over a portion of Andrew county, Mo. 
It struck near Elk Dale, a country 
postotllce, and

storm.

Wheat had just been harvested, 
and that storm drove the 
ripened 


wheat straws through those pine fence 
boards like so many nails, splintering 
the boards and remaining stuck there- 
in. 


A country, church 
several miles 


northeast of Elk Dale was struck by 
the storm. The buildJug was llftod 
from the foundation aud turned one- 
quarter of the way around and sot 
crosswise of the foundation, aud the 
plastering ou the walls was scarcely 
cracked. 


This storm 
struck a 
farmhouse 


where a family of five Inid just seated 
themselves to eat supper. The frame 
of the house was jerked into the air, 
but the floor was uninjured, and the 
family siiddtmly found themselves eat- 
ing supper in a driving rain. 


Among the other animals owned by 


Dr. Bond of Elk Dale was a colt that 
promised to be a worfid beater on the 
track. The storm forever settled the 
fate of that colt. It pficked the animal 
up aud carried it two miles and then 
gently deposited it In the crotch of 
an oak tree 30 feet from tho ground. 
This story would sound better if it 
went on to relate that the colt was 
uninjured, but truth compels the state- 
ment that the colt was as dead us 
Julius Caesar. The strange part of 
this incident is that there was neither 
mark, bruise nor broken bone about 
the animal. "Dr. Bond insists to this 
day that the-colt died of fright. 


In a harp a few miles from Elk 


Dnle three; horses and three cows were 
housed. th<* horses on one side of the 
partition, liie cows on the other, hor:;es 
and cows facing. The barn was de- 
molished, but not scattered, and the 
middle liorso and middle cow were 
killed. The rest of'the animals were 
uninjured. 


The steeple of a church that hap- 


pened to be in tho track of the storm 
was (jerked upward, turned upside 
dowa and driven through the roof of 
the church, the point of the steeple 
resting on the spot where the minister 
was wont to. stand when reading the 
Sunday lesson. The pulpit carpet could 
be shifted under the podnt, and ihe 
steeple itseJlf could be swung a foot 
or more in any direction. 


Milt Laughlin's well on his farm was 


attacked by the cyclone. Water was 
drawn by means of an old fashioned 
wooden pump, and that pump, tubing 
and all, was snatched out of that well, 
and no trace of them was over found. 
The "well, however, still remained. 


This storm was not noted because of 


its destructiveness of human life, no 
one being killed, although a number 
were severely Injured. But It was de- 
structive of property, 
dtemolisrdng 


houses and barns, killing stock aud 
blowing the newly harvesrted wheat 
crop into the .'sweet subsequently. You 
can tell the ueople Uvlqg to its track 
any kind of a cyclone story, aud they 
will believe- it with all therir hearts. 
They know what a ''cyclone can do 
when It tri as.—Omaha World-Herald.

Here on the easteru shore, which 


from its opportunities should bo one of 
the most enligliteued Instead of most 
benighted regions of the country, a 
teacher in the public schools or a 
minister of tha. gospel, no less than 
auy member of the common herd, 
would never fail in telling of his lack 
ef luck in fishing to say, "I was gone 
all day and never caught either fish," 
or on meeting with similar want of 
success in hunting would declare he 
"saw plenty of rabbits, but never got 
either one." 


Among these people there are, no 


early vegetables" or fruit grown, but 
"forward" 
potatoes, cabbage, 
corn, 


strawberries, etc., are quite common. 
I have even heard the remark, "The 
forward bird catches the worm." Here 
rails are not used in constructing the 
old fashioned worm fence, only fence 
"logs," although they be split as Lin- 
coln made them in his "forward" days. 


What are called sawlogs in other 


states are "chunks" here, regardless of 
length and size. 
One never sees .a 


corncrib hereabout, but "cornstalks" 
(buildings In which maize is stored at 
gathering time) are found on every 
farm. There are no barnyards or sta- 
ble lots either. All such things are 
given the name of "pound." 


The universal misuse of the word 


"head" is ridiculous, if not ludicrous. 
A man has live or six or ten "head"' of 
children or visitors ou a Sunday, but 
he never applies the word head to his 
stock. Our congressman, who operates 
a large mill here, if asked how many 
hands he employs would tell you so 
many or about so many "head." Re- 
cently a news item in one of the coun- 
ty papers was headlined, "Big Revival 
In Progress—Four Head Baptized."

the population. Is the use of "d" for 
"th" in the words the, this, that, they 
and them. The prepositions "in" aud 
"Into" are basely mistreated, the first 
by neglect, the other by overworking 
it. Nobody has money invested "in" 
stocks, laud, merchandise and the like, 
but always "into" them. Ask a man 
what his farm or horse Is worth and 
he'll answer by telling you what 
amount of money be has Invested 
"Into" it. One never has a hole in his 
trousers or a dollar "in" his pocket, 
but "into" thorn or it. 1 heard a lady 
teacher say she had lost her portemon- 
nate. "But, thank fortune," she add- 
ed, "there wasn't a penny Into it." 


People never haul anything here, but 


carry it. A man carries his wife or 
family to church, his wood or crops to 
the railroad station or boat landing, 
his cattle to pasture or his chunks to 
the steam mill, never sawmill. What- 
ever he takes into his arms or ou his 
shoulder to convey from one place to 
another, he totes, instead of carries. 
There are no buggies or phaetons here, 
every vehicle used exclusively to ride 
in being a carriage, if it has more than 
two wheels. The land is of two kinds, 
hard and kind. Hard land is chiefly 
clay and kind land mostly sand. The 
land is never broke when plowed, but 
flushed, never harrowed, but drug to 
make the surface line. Crops when 
tilled with a cultivator are harrowed, 
and a cultivator is known here only as 
a harrow, while a harrow is called a 
drag. 


Teams, except when attached to car- 


riages, are driven without reins or 
linos. The driver, whether walking or 
riding, directs his toarn by his word of 
mouth, supplemented with a long lash- 
ed whip. When he \vants his team- 
horses, mules or oxen—to go or turn to 
the right, he halloos "goe-a." If he wants 
a short turn to the left he yells "petty- 
wo," but if only a slight diversion iu 
that direction he ejaculates "ha-ther" 
(pronounced like "father") in a sub- 
dued tone. To stop his team he yells 
"wo-back," loud enough to stop a 
train, and the team usually halts with- 
in a space of ten rods. The familiar 
"gee," "haw," "ho" or "whoa" of our 
Ohio boyhood days is not heard In 
this country, and the use of a single 
line on the leader of a team is un- 
known.

pushing through rapids and flounder- 
ing over sliallows until the spa\vnlng 
ground is reached. 
In many of the 


larger rivers of this continent the sal- 
mon Is no beauty when he reaches his 
journey's end. Ills scales perhaps are 
worn off. his tins torn, aud his body is 
a mass of bruises. 
But nevertheless 


he wooes his ladylove boldly, caresses 
her tenderly, lights his rivals fiercely 
and wins his bride like a soldier. 


But all fish are not so romantic. The 


codfish, for instance, is unsentimental 
and actually ridiculous. lie is a great, 
gray, ugly fish, and his name itself is 
absurd. If there wore such a thing us 
submarine humor, he would figure In 
it as the goat does in our own comic;,. 
The codfisa has, in fact, an appetite 
which makes the goat's look pale, aud 
when fishermen cut the fish open they 
assert that they often find such things 
as scissors, suspcudur buckles, horse- 
shoes, potato parings, oil cans, door- 
knobs, marlin spikes, corncobs and 
India rubber shoes. 


Another startling story told by fish- 


ermen Is that In heavy weather cod- 
fish eat stones to ballast them, but it 
Is more likely that these rocks arc tulc 
en in while attached to sea anemones, 
of which the codfish are very fond. It 
may be Inferred that codfish do not 
object to nibble tho fingers or hnnds 
of human beings, because the wedding 
ring of a drowned woman was once 
found in a cod's stomach, and the find 
er got a big reward for Its return. 


Oysters and clams in tho s>r«jll ru\> 


very popular with the codfish, ami 
there are vast heaps of dead shells Ii: 
the ocean, "nested" together 
llki' 


strawberry boxes, which arc believei 
to have Once been in the stomachs of 
codfish. 
The appetites of these fisl 


are insatiable. They will fill their 
stomachs, fill their gullets and fill theii 
mouths with food aud still try to get 
more. 


If people knew more about the fish 


they eat. It is possible that a slice <>l 
"baked blue" might fill many a man 
with shuddering horror, for the blue ! 
fish is perhaps the most terrible ami 
bloodthirsty thing in all nature. The 
tiger has a sweet and cheerful dlsposl- 
<ion compared to the bluefish. "the 
shark seems a phlegmatic and amiable 
creature, aud the wolf, by comparison. 
Is positively mild. The bluefish make 
menhaden their especial prey. 
When 


a school of these fish perceive bluefish 
near, they swim away with such terri- 
fic haste that the ocean foams under 
them, but the bluefish cannot be dis- 
tanced. 
They rush among tho help- 


less menhaden, biting, tearing, thrash- 
ing and even throwing them Into the 
air. 


They do not stop to swallow their 


prey, but kill purely for the love of 
slaughter. The sea Is reddened with 
blood and dotted with dead fish, but 
bluefish kill on until exhaustion stops 
them or until the menhaden get into 
such shallow water that the bluefish 
do not care to follow. Sometimes these 
helpless fish are so blind with terror 
that they swim ashore and are piled 
up In windrows a foot deep. 


The bluefish do not eat one-tenth of 


the fish they kill, although when sur- 
feited they are believed by some peo- 
ple to disgorge their food In order to 
take In another rneal. It Is estimated 
that during a fair season l.OOO.OOu 
bluefish are caught between New Jt?r 
sey and Monomoy and that&ibout 990.- 
000,000 remain uncaught. Thirty or 
40* flab are sometimes found In the 
stomach of one blueflsb, but placing n 
bluefish'g kill at only ten per day It 
will be seen that during their 
four 


mdnths' yearly stay on the New Eng- 
land coast they destroy about 1.200.- 
000,000,000,000 fish, and that is exclud- 
ing the vast numbers of minute fish 
eaten by little blueflsh. which are not 
included In the estimate. Carried into 
avoirdupois 't is calculated that 2.500.- 
000,000 pounds of fish are eaten dally 
by blueflsh. 
Nevertheless they are 


handsome,and graceful fish. Very lit- 
tle is known of their other habits, 
but they are so nervous while In cap- 
tivity that they develop corns on their 
noses by trying to push the latter 
through the glass sides of their tanks.

New Hampshire Boy_Gtew Up-to Give 


His Country It's Sobriquet. 


The sobriquet of "Uncle Sam," by 


which the United States is now Iftiown 
the world over, was given to his coun- 
try by a New Hampshire boy and this 
has been recalled by the sale on Wed- 
nesday 
in Mason, this state, of the 


homestead of the original Uncle Sam. 


"Uncle Sam" was first heard of dur- 


ing the war with England, from 1812 to 
1815. He was oorh Sept. 1C, 17GG, 
and 


in 180(1, with'another brother, Edward 
.]., located in Troy, ,N. Y. 


When the war with England broke 


out he became a large contractor for 
government supplies. The packages of 
supplies, which consisted of beef and 
pork, when sent to the United States 
government depots were marked "U. 
S.," and the people questioned what 
those aiagic letters stood for. 
They 


we're informed that the packer was 
"Uncle Sam Wilson." and of course 
they meant "Uncle Sam."

The 
transition 
from the 
United 


States to Uncle Sam was so easy that 
it was at once made, it tickled the pub- 
lic fancy and the name of the packer 
of the United States provisions was 
immediately transferred to the govern- 
ment, and became familiar not only 
through the army, but the whole coun- 
try He died in Troy, July 31,' 1854.

When the invader is made helpless, 
the conquering bee still hold; her vic- 
tim in her forelegs, makes strenuous 
efforts to lly with the heavy burden, 
and, finally succeeding, she rises with 
her closely clasped victim, and when 
at a certain distance from the hive 
drops it. 


Sometimes It takes several of the 


guards to overcome the struggling ene- 
my, and together they push the insect 
over the porch of the hive. 


The bees, if simply wounded, some- 


times succeed in getting back to their 
own hive, but. being Incapacitated for 
work, they are no longer welcome 
there nnd only meet with repulse from 
their fellow colonists, and, excluded 
from their hive, they crawl on" some- 
where and die. 
For, In the co-opera- 


tion of the colony of bees, each has her 
appointed task, either to gather pollen, 
bring water or honey or to nurse the 
young bees or guard the hive, and 
when unfitted for these tasks and no 
longer nocf-'sary to the \\elfarc of the 
colony she is turned out to perish.— 
Hartford Courant.

in existence had not thinking men 
turned into account their knowledge 
of physics and applied it to thu various 
atmospheric changes until now the 
art of observing, forecasting and tabu- 
lating weather conditions follows in 
importance close on the heels ol' the 
science from which it sprang- 


It would not seem that philanthropy 


could enter into an occupation \\ lieu- 
cold blooded calculations, facts and 
figures play so important a part, but it 
should be remembered that an observ- 
er is at all times ready to brave every 
climate for the beueiit of mankind 
and science; that his stations are scat- 
tered from the edge of the arctic circle 
in Alaska to the tropical jungles of 
South 
America; that he should he 


equally competent to foretell a change 
of weather to the weary gold seeker on 
the Yukon, herald an approaching cold 
wave from his bleak post In the far 
northwest or recognize the incipient 
symptoms of a West India hurricane 
as it coils for a spring at our com- 
merce in southern waters. 


Although a printer is furnished to 


weather bureau stations whose publi- 
cations are printed, yet there will often 
arise occasions when a knowledge of 
typesetting would greatly increase the 
value of an observer and prevent many 
a temporary break in the records of 
his station. 


Statistics play no small part in a 


weather-observer's work, and in order 
to compile useful data from which to 
deduce important facts in the future it 
is obvious that much depends upon 
records being intelligently as well as 
accurately Kept. It is a popular belief 
among some that one da.v is the exact 
counterpart of some other; that back 
in some period of the world's history 
the atmosphere varied In pressure, the 
temperature rose and fell, the winds 
backed and veered and the clouds 
formed, changed their shape and melt- 
ed away, each iu their turn, with un- 
varying regularity, again and again, to 
be repeated in regular cycles as the 
unceasing mill of time grinds out the 
years. While many facts tend to prove 
the fallacy of this theory, climatic rec- 
ords do not yet extend far enough 
back to positively controvert it. and it 
rests with the weather observer in the 
future, with his accumulated data of 
centuries, to establish the truth. 
•^The relation between climates i\nd 
crops is so close that a knowledge of 
tho latter is indispensable to the prop- 
er performance of an observer's duties, 
and ho should also be geologist enough 
to study the soil in his state or terri- 
tory with a view to determine its spe- 
cial adaptability to the various prod- 
ucts. The success of the pioneer, the 
enjoyment of the tourist and the re- 
covery of the health seeker depend not 
only upon the climate of a place, but 
upon its productions as well. 
The up 


to date farmer is no longer a creature 
of mere brawn and muscle, lie relies 
as much upon the science of his occu- 
pation for success as lie does upon tho 
sweat of his brow, and the otlicial who 
represents the climate and crop service 
of the weather bureau should be alive 
to all his needs and au unfailing source 
for any information he may require. 


Many of the most important records 


of the weather bureau are now made 
by self registering machines which do 
their work with the aid of electric con- 
tacts, and, while It is not necessary to 
be an Edison or a Tesla in order to 
understand the few principles of elec- 
tricity involved, an observer should at 
least be master enough of the science 
of this subtle fluid to account for and 
remedy any defects in the workings of 
his instruments.—Monthly Weather lie- 
view.

Thl« Storm, So It I* Alleged, Dror*- 


Wke«t Str»w»Thr«n«h Pine Board* 
Like Xttll* and Cut tp Other Very 
Carton* Caper*. 
Peoplfe who have never traveled over 


the .track made by a cyclone always 
look Incredulous when told "cyclone 
stories." But those who have had ex- 
perience with the dread twisters or 
been privileged to note some of the 
queer freaks perpetrated by the storms 
are prepared- to believe anything. A 
cyclone can perform most wonderful 
freaks. Their power Is not alone dem- 
onstrated by their destructivencss, for 
often It seems that the storm Is pos- 
sessed of a humorous bent. 


In the Grinnell (la;) cyclone about 


18 years ago the storm perpetrated 
some queer jokes. One victim of the 
storm was a gentleman whose resi- 
dence was blown Into space. He was 
the possessor of a new frock coat, 
which he had hung upon the wall of 
the sitting room a few moments before 
the storm struck. In the pocket of 
the coat was a big silk handkerchief. 
After the storm the coat was found 
two miles from the spot where the 
house had stood, but the handkerchief 
was gone, and in its place was a brick- 
bat. 


About 15 years ago a cyclone passed 


over a portion of Andrew county, Mo. 
It struck near 331k Dale, a country 
postotlice, and 
played 
some queer 


pranks. It struck an orchard and pro- 
ceeded to show what It could do. 
There were 1G rows of trees in the 
orchard. 
Etery other row was uu- 


touched, and In the rows struck every 
other tree was twisted off at the roots, 
but every other tree in the stricken 
rows was left uninjured. 


Seated under a walnut)tree near the 


Elk Dale postottice was a woman en- 
gaged In churning with an old fashion- 
ed dasher churn. The cyclone snatch- 
ed the dasher from the churn and 
drove it through the woman's thigh, 
but the churn was nottoverturucd, and 
not a drop of the milk avas spilled. 


A stretch of pine fence about 15 


rods long was blown to pieces by this 
storm. Broken bits of board were 
scattered all over the surrounding ter- 
ritory. Wheat had jus* been harvested, 
and that storm drove the ripened 
wheat straws through those pine fence 
boards like so many mills, splintering 
the boards and remaining stuck there- 
in. 


A country church 
several 
miles 


northeast of Elk Dale was struck by 
the storm. The build3ug was lifted 
from the foundation and turned one- 
quarter of the way around and set 
crosswise of the foundation, aud the 
plastering on the walls was scarcely 
cracked. 


This storm 
struck a farmhouse 


where a family of five iKid just seated 
themselves to cat supper. The frame 
of the house was jerked into the air, 
but the floor was uninjured, and the 
family suddenly found themselves eat- 
ing supper in a driving rain. 


Among the other animals owned by 


Dr. Bond of Elk Dale was a colt that 
promised to be a worBd beater on the 
track. The storm forever settled llie 
fate of that colt. It pficked the animal 
up and carried it two miles and then 
gently deposited it In tho crotch of 
an oak tree 30 feet from the ground. 
This story would sound better if it 
went on to relate that the colt was 
uninjured, but truth compels the state- 
ment that the colt was as dead as 
Julius Caesar. 
Tho strange part of 


this incident is that there was neither 
mark, bruise nor broken bone about 
the animal. Dr. Bcwid insists to this 
day that the-colt died of fright. 


In a barn a few miles from Elk 


Dale three horses and three cows were 
housed. the- horses on one side of the 
partition, iJic cows on the other, hor::es 
and cows facing. The barn was de- 
molished, but not scattered, and the 
middlu .horse and middle cow were 
killed.

People never haul anything here, but 


carry it. A man carries bis wife or 
family to church, his wood or crops to 
the railroad station or boat landing, 


cattle to pasture or his chunks to 


the steam mill, never sawmill. What- 
ever he takes Into bis arms or on bis 
shoulder to couvey from oue place to 
another, he totes, instead of carries. 
There are no buggies or phaetons hero, 
every vehicle used exclusively to ride 
in being a carriage, if it has more than 
two wheels. Tbe land is of two kinds, 
hard and kind. Hard land is chiefly 
clay and kind land mostly sand. Tho 
land is never broke when plowed, but 
flushed, never ban-owed, but drug to 
make tbe surface liue. Crops when 
tilled with a cultivator are harrowed, 
and a cultivator is known here only as 
a harrow, -while a barrow is called a 
drag. 


Teams, except when attached to car- 


riages, are driven without reins or 
lines. The driver, whether walking or 
riding:, directs his team by his word of 
mouth, supplemented with a long lash- 
ed whip. "When he wants bis team- 
horses, mules or oxen—to go or turn to 
the right, he halloos "gee-a." If he wants 
a short turn to the left be yells "petty- 
wo," bnt if only a slight diversion in 
that direction be ejaculates "ha-tber" 
(pronounced like "father") in a sub- 
dued tone. To stop his team be yells 
"wo-back," loud enough to stop a 
train, and the team usually halts with- 
in a space of ten rods. The familial 
"gee," "haw," "bo" or "whoa" of our 
Ohio boyhood days is not heard in 
this country, and the use of a single 
line on the leader of a team Is un 
known.

a school of these fish perceive blueflsh 
near, they swim away with such terri- 
fic haste that the ocean foams under 
them, but tbe blueUsh cannot be dis- 
tanced. 
They rush among the help- 


less menhaden, biting, tearing, thrash- 
ing and even throwing them into t he- 
air. 


They do not stop to swallow their 


prey, but kill purely for tbe love of 
slaughter. The sea Is reddened with 
blood and dotted with dead flsh, but 
bluefish kill on until exhaustion stops 
them or until the menhaden get into 
such shallow water that the bluefish 
do not care to follow. Sometimes these 
helpless fish are so blind with terror 
that they swim ashore and are piled 
up In windrows a foot deep. 


The bluefish do not eat one-tenth of 


the flsh they kill, although when sur- 
feited they are believed by some peo- 
ple to disgorge their food In order to 
take in another meal. It Is estimated 
that during a fair season l.OOO.OOU 
blueflsh are caught between New J<?» 
sey and Monotnoy arid thatftibout 999. 
000,000 remain uncaugbt Thirty or 
40 flsh are sometimes found in the 
stomach of one blueflsh, but placing a 
blueflsh's kill at only ten per day U 
will be seen that during their four 
months' yearly stay on the New 
land coast tbey destroy about 1.200.- 
000,000,000,000 fish, and that la exclud- 
ing the vast numbers of minute fish 
eaten by little blueflsh. which are not 
included in the estimate. Carried into 
avoirdupois it is calculated that 2,500.- 
000,000 pounds of fluh are eaten dnily 
by blueflflh.

Where the salt of Mexico comes Into 


the Sablne lake, ou the coast of Texan, 
near the Louisiana line, there la a nar- 
row channel of water which is about 
400 yards wide. On the north bank of 
this little channel today one sees the 
smokestack a few feet above the wa- 
ter of a sunken boat. Just opposite 
to It, on the southern bank, there is a 
dirt wall, square in Its shape and 
about ten feet high and over this a 
painted sign that reads "Fort Dowl- 
Ing." That is all that now lives as 
evidence of a thrilling drama, the 
equal of which the world has never 
seen, and that was played out at this 
place back yonder In the closing days 
of our civil war. 


General Banks, with plenty of men 


and boats and plenty of ammunition 
and supplies, had gone up the Ited riv- 
er into Louisiana and was hammering 
Kirby Smith nnd Dick Taylor Into 
destruction.

QUEER TRICKS PLAYED &Y A

People who have never traveled over 


the .track made by a cyclone always 
look incredulous when told "cyclone 
stories." But those who ha\e had ex- 
perience with the dread twisters or 
been privileged to note some of the 
queer freaks perpetrated by the storms 
are prepared- to believe anything. A 
cyclone can perform most wonderful 
freaks. Their power is not alone dem- 
onstrated by their destructiveness, for 
often It seems that the storm Is pos- 
sessed of a humorous bent. 


In the Grinnell (la.) cyclone about 


18 years ago the storm perpetrated 
some queer jokes. One victim of the 
storm was a gentleman whose resi- 
dence was blown into space. He was 
the pc*sessor of a new frock coat, 
which he had hung upon the wall of 
the sitting room a few moments before 
the storm struck. 
In the pocket of 


the coat was a big silk handkerchief. 
After the storm the coat was found 
two miles from the spot where the 
house had stood, but the handkerchief 
was gone, and in Its place was a brick- 
bat. 


About 15 years ago a cyclone passed 


over a portion of Andrew county. Mo.

The bullcflug -rcas lifted 
from the foundation and turned one- 
quarter of the way around and set 
crosswise of the foundation, and the 
plastering on the walls was scarcely 
cracked. 


This storm 
struck 
n farmhouse 


where a family-of five laid just seated 
themselves to eat supper. The frame 
of the house \vas jerked into the nir, 
but the floor was uninjured, and the 
family suddenly found themselves eat- 
ing supper in a driving rain. 


Among the other animals owned by 


Dr. Bond of Elk Dale'was a colt that 
promised to be a wor&l beater on the 
track. The storm forever settled ihe 
fate of that colt. It pdcked the animal 
up and carried it two miles and then 
gently deposited it In tbo crotch of 
an oak tree 30 feet from the ground. 
This story would sound better if it 
went on to relate that the colt was 
uninjured, but truth compels the state- 
ment that the colt was as dead as 
Julius Caesar. 
Thii strange part of 


this incident is that there was neither 
mark, bruise nor broken bone about 
the animal. Dr. Bond insists to This 
day that the-colt died of fright. 


In a baru a few miles from Elk 


Dnle three horses and three cows were 
housed, the- horses on one side of ihe 
partition, Uie cows on the other, horses 
and cows facing. The barn was de- 
molished, but not scattered, and the 
middle .norse ami middle cow were 
killed. Tbo rest of.! the animals were 
uninjured. 


The steeple of a church that hap- 


pened to be in the track of the storm 
was jerked upward, turned upside 
dowa and driven through the roof of 
the church, the point of the steeple 
resting on the spot where the minister 
tvas wont ta stand when reading the 
Sunday lesson. The pulpit carpet could 
be shifted under the podnt, and ibe 
steeple itseflf could be swung a foot 
or more in any direction. 


Milt Langblin's well on his farm was 


attacked by the cyclone. 
Water was 


drawn by means of an old fashioned 
wooden pump, and that pump, tubing 
and all. was snatched out of that well. 
and no trace of them %vas ever found. 
The well, however, still remained. 


This storm was not noted because of 


its destructiveness of liunjan life, no 
one being killed, although a number 
were severely Injured.

houses and barns, killing stock and 
blowing the newly harvested wheat 
crop Into the>sweet subsequently. You 
can tell the -people living to Us track 
any kind of a cyclone Btory, aud they 
will believe- it with all their hearts.

Here ou the eastern shore, which 


from its opportunities should be one of

all day and never caught either fish," 
or ou meeting with similar want of 
success in hunting would declare he 
"saw plenty of rabbits, but never got 
either one." 


Among these people there are, no 


early vegetables' or fruit grown, but 
"forward" 
potatoes, cabbage, 
corn, 


strawberries, etc., are quite common. 
I have even heard the remark, "The 
forward bird catches the worm." Here 
rails are not used In constructing the 
old fashioned worm fence, only fence 
"logs," although they be split as Lin- 
coln made them in bis "forward" days. 


What are called sawlogs in other 


states are "chunks" here, regardless of 
length and size. 
One never sees .a 


corncrib hereabout, but "cornstalks" 
(buildings in which maize Is stored at 
gathering time) are found on every 
farm. There are no barnyards or sta- 
ble lots cither. 
All such things are 


given the name of "pound." 


The universal misuse of tbe word 


"head" is ridiculous, if not ludicrous. 
A man has live or six or ten "bead"' of 
children or visitors on a Sunday, but 
he never applies the word head to his 
stock. Our congressman, who operates 
a large mill here, if asked how many 
hands he employs would tell you so 
many or about so many "bead." Re- 
cently a news item In one of tbe coun- 
ty papers was headlined, "Big llevival 
In Progress—Four Head Baptized." 


Quite as general, as well among the 


white as among tbe colored portion of 
the population, is the use of "d" for 
"tb" in tbe words the, this, that, they 
and them. The prepositions "in" and 
"Into" are basely mistreated, the first 
by neglect, tbe other by overworking 
it. Nobody has money Invested "in" 
stocks, laud, merchandise and the like, 
but always "into" them. Ask a man 
what bis farm or horse is worth and 
he'll answer by telling you what 
amount of money he has invested 
"into" it. One never has a hole in his 
trousers or a dollar "In" bis pocket, 
but "into" them or it. 1 heard a lady 
teacher say she bad lost her portemoii- 
uale. "But, thank fortune," she add- 
ed, "there wasn't a penny Into It." 


People never haul anything here, but 


carry It. A man carries bis wife or 
family to church, his wood or crops to 
the railroad station or boat landing, 
his cattle to pasture or his chunks to 
the steam mill, never sawmill. What- 
ever he takes Into bis arms or ou bis 
shoulder to convey from one place to 
another, he totes, instead of carries. 
There are no buggies or phaetons here, 
every vehicle used exclusively to ride 
in being a carriage, if it has more than 
two wheels. Tbe land is of two kinds, 
hard and kind. Hard land Is chiefly 
clay and kind land mostly sand. The 
land is never broke when plowed, but 
flushed, never harrowed, but drug to 
make the surface line. Crops when 
tilled with a cultivator are harrowed, 
and a cultivator is known here only as 
a han-ow, while a barrow is called a 
drag. 


Teams, except when attached to car- 


riages, are driven without reins or 
lines. Tbe driver, whether walking or 
rldlug, directs bis team by his word of 
mouth, supplemented with a long lash- 
ed whip. When he wants bis team- 
horses, mules or oxen—to go or turn to 
the rigbt,hehalloos"gec-a." If he wants 
a short turn to the left be yells "petty- 
wo," but if only a slight dhersion in 
that direction he ejaculates "ba-tber" 
(pronounced like "father") in a sub- 
dued tone. To stop his team he yells 
"wo-back," loud enough to stop a 
train, and the team usually halts with- 
in a space of ten rods. Tbe familiar 
"gee," "haw," "ho" or "whoa" of our 
Ohio boyhood days is not beard In 
this country, and the use of a single 
line on the leader of a team Is un- 
known.

them, but the blueflsh cannot be dis- 
tanced. 
They rush among the help- 


less menhaden, biting, tearing, thrash- 
ing and even throwing them Into the 
air. 


They do not stop to swallow their 


prey, but kill purely for the love of 
slaughter. 
The sea is reddened with 


blood and dotted with dead fish, but 
blueflsh kill on until exhaustion stops 
them or until the menhaden get into 
such shallow water that the bluefish 
do not care to follow. Sometimes these 
helpless fish are so blind with terror 
that they swim ashore and are piled 
up in windrows a foot deep. 


The bluefish do not eat one-tenth of 


the fish they kill, although when sur- 
feited they are believed by some pee- 
pie to disgorge their food In order to 
take in another meal. It Is estimated 
that during a fair season l.OOO.OOU 
blueflsh are caught between New J« 
sey and Monomoy and that&ibout 999.- 
000,000 remain uncaught. Thirty or 
40 fish are sometimes found in the 
stomach of one blueflsh, but placing a 
bluefigh's kill at.only ten per day It. 
will be seen that during their four 
months' yearly stay ou the New Eng- 
land coast they destroy about 1.200.- 
000,000,000,000 fiih, and that is exclud- 
ing the vast numbers of minute fish 
eaten by little blueflah. which are not 
included in the estimate. Carried into 
avoirdupois It is calculated that 2,500.- 
000,000 pounds of fish are eaten dnily 
by blueflsb. 
Nevertheless they are 


handsome,and jrraceful flsh. Very lit- 
tle is known of their other hnbltn.
